If is readily seen that these sub­ 
jects are all very closely related and 
that they are used inseparably. Why, 
then, should they not be learned

gether? In the case of social studies, 
its component parts were once known 
as history, civics, and geography. The 
student of humanity 
recognizes two 
great forces which act 
to mold tho 
race into w hat it is. They are heredity 
and environment. 
Heredity 
involves 
those 
characteristics 
inhcrted from 
our forbearers. 
Environment includes 
those things which the individual or 
the raci1 is surrounded by through life. 
lf a person he horn on a ranch, the 
chances are great that he will enter 
the ranching business. If he be the 
son of a coal miner living in a mining 
region, he is much more likely to be­ 
come a minor than he is to become a 
cowboy. W ith these thoughts in mind.
